The convention 
which drew it had been in session since 


The ta k of the delegates was no* to 
write a npw covenant of union, but to 
combine in the basic law of the new coun­ 
try rhe experience of the colonies with 
v ; 
forms of constitutions. 
Thus the 
constitution of the United States was really 
written in many years of experience with 
representative government 
It had proved 
lr. practice to be the beat charter of lib­ 
erty ever devised by man 
'rhe constitution as referred 
to 
the 
dates did not Include the Hill of Right*. 


The authors believed that since the states 
had adopted similar statement*- 
of 
the 
fundamental rights of free men, no re­ 
petition of the creed wa* necessary in the 
federal constitution. 
But the state ratify­ 
ing conventions demanded inclusion of the 
BUI of Rights, and it was sent to the people 
by the first Congress, in 1789. in the form 
of ten amendments, which were promptly 
adopted 
Thus the constitution sprang from the 
people 
It is their grant of powers to 
government. 
And it is a grant of powers, 
not an endowment of irrevocable right. 
In 
fact, it is a people’s declaration of war on 
ail powerful and ambitious men who would 
seize government and direct it as the m as­ 
ter of the people 
One way that the people sought to 
protect themselves from dictatorship was 
to divide the powers of the federal govern­ 
ment into three groups, so that each could 
act to check any tyrannical lust for power 
that might arise in the others. 
If. today, 
this -lifeguard Is being broken down, it is 
not, the constitution that us failing

the men who pledged themselves* under 
God to uphold it

The council b eliev es that the gov­ 
ernment should not . , v permit, but stimu­ 
late opportunities to make a reasonable and 
fair profit for firms that are willing tn in ­ 
crease production and employment.

But 
there was only one little airfield 
w ithin tile scope of our initial ad­ 
vance inland from the beach, and 
it was unusable because it was so 
near the Nazi chosen fighting line. 


All our plane coverage, therefore, 
had to come 200 m iles from Sicily, 
fight, and then return. 
T ie radius 
of our fighter planes averages only 
about 300 m iles, and if considerable 
gasoline is used in hot fighting, they 
could not stay long over the Naples: 
area

the Italian boot, retaining the bulk 
of their force back in the center 
of the peninsula where it could be

The G erm ans had about three- 
an d -on e-h alf divisions 'around 50,- 
000 m em 
in

Naples-Salerno 
area 
At the Sele river, this mobile 
force not only repelled our attack 
w ith superior artillery, at great cost 
of lives to rn, but cut its way actual­ 
ly to the beach at the m outh of the 
river and, for a time, divided our 
force. 


Tanks Landed 


Some despatches have suggested 
that we even had to fight armored 
cars
